Janice  and  Stanley  Berenstain,  Alumni  Award 

Except  for  a  three-year  separation  caused  by  Stan  Berenstain's  military  service  in 
World  War  II,  the  Berenstains  have  been  drawing,  painting,  cartooning,  writing, 
and  illustrating  together  almost  every  day  of  their  lives  since  they  met,  on  their 
first  day  at  what  was  then  the  Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art,  in  1941.  Both 
of  the  Berenstains  were  born  and  raised  in  Philadelphia,  and  continue  to  make 
their  home  in  Bucks  County  today. 

Few  parents  or  grandparents  of  young  readers  have  not  heard  of  the  Berenstain 
Bears,  the  storybook  series  created  by  Stan  and  Jan  Berenstain.  Since  1962, 
when  the  first  book  in  the  series,  The  Big  Honey  Hunt,  was  published,  the 
Berenstains  have  sold  more  than  150  million  copies  throughout  the  world.  These 
have  included  such  titles  as  The  Berenstain  Bears  Go  to  Camp,  The  Berenstain 
Bears  to  the  Rescue,  and  The  Berenstain  Bears  and  Too  Much  Junk  Food.  In 
addition,  the  Bears  have  been  featured  in  many  television  programs,  including 
The  Berenstain  Bears'  Christinas  Tree,  and  have  appeared  in  coloring  books,  on 
audiocassette,  on  filmstrips,  on  videocassette,  and  even  on  CD-ROM.  The  bears 
have  taught  children,  as  well  as  their  parents,  lessons  about  sharing,  fights,  risk- 
taking,  diversity,  loyalty,  kindness,  and  many  other  important  values  not 
restricted  to  bears  alone.  In  addition,  the  Berenstains  have  targeted  many  works 
to  parents  alone,  including  What  Your  Parents  Never  Told  You  about  Being  a 
Mom  or  Dad,  How  to  Teach  Your  Children  about  God  without  Actually  Scaring 
Them  out  of  Their  Wits,  and  How  to  Teach  Your  Children  about  Sex  without 
Making  a  Complete  Fool  of  Yourself. 

William  R.  McCann,  Alumni  Award 

Bill  McCann  graduated  cum  laude  from  Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts 
in  1980,  with  a  degree  in  trumpet  performance,  jazz  emphasis.  Blind  since  age 
six,  Bill  McCann  received  his  first  trumpet  on  his  ninth  birthday,  and  has  hardly 
put  it  down  since  that  time.  Since  1977,  he  has  been  composing,  arranging,  and 
performing  professionally,  including  completing  a  1992  commission  for  the 
Glassboro  Jazz  Festival  studio  orchestra  for  his  work,  The  Magic  Moment  is  Now. 
He  also  scored  the  themes  for  a  promotional  video  for  Philadelphia's  Associated 
Services  for  the  Blind,  and  Saint  Lucy  Day  School.  Mainstream,  an  inspirational 
documentary  on  McCann  that  showcases  his  music,  was  first  aired  in  1989  on 
Philadelphia's  public  television  station,  WHYY. 

Particularly  notable,  however,  is  McCann's  work  and  company,  Dancing  Dots 
Braille  Music  Technology,  and  his  proprietary  software,  Goodfeel.  This 
particularly  innovative  program,  released  in  1997,  automates  the  production  of 
Braille  music  scores,  converting  the  same  files  used  to  prepare  the  printed  scores 
into  Braille  music.  Before  such  a  program,  blind  musicians  -  including  McCann 
himself,  when  in  school  -  had  to  laboriously  search  for  the  few  scores  available  in 
Braille,  or  secure  the  help  of  others  in  transcribing  music  notation  to  Braille.  It 
also  put  them  at  a  tremendous  disadvantage  at  auditions,  for  example,  when  they 
needed  a  piece  in  Braille  quickly.  With  Goodfeel,  the  playing  field  for  these 
musicians  is  leveled,  and  they  can  translate  music  into  Braille  at  very  affordable 
rates.  McCann,  and  Dancing  Dots  look  forward  to  bringing  other  new  products  to 
market  in  the  future  so  that  persons  with  disabilities  can  access  the  information 
they  need,  thereby  widening  their  opportunities  and  enriching  their  lives. 


Richard  S.  Gurin,  Honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 

Richard  Gurin  is  President  and  Chief  Executive  Officer  for  Binney  and  Smith,  the 
makers  of  Crayola  and  Liquitex  brand  art  products.  Gurin,  a  Swarthmore  native, 
joined  this  Easton-based  company  in  February,  1984  as  president  and  chief 
operating  officer,  and  was  appointed  president  and  chief  executive  officer  in  1987. 
In  1962,  before  joining  Binney  and  Smith,  Gurin  served  with  the  Procter  and 
Gamble  Company.  He  earned  his  bachelor  degree  in  English  from  Hamilton 
College  in  Clinton,  New  York. 

Mr.  Gurin  has  held  many  roles  outside  of  his  career,  but  he  is  particularly  notable 
as  a  tireless  advocate,  innovator,  and  worker  for  arts  education.  In  his  own  words, 
and  reflecting  the  corporate  beliefs  of  Binney  and  Smith,  Mr.  Gurin  states,  "We 
believe  that  art  and  educational  institutions  should  be  supported,  along  with 
practicing  artists,  to  foster  a  deep  understanding  of  the  cultural  life  of  our  country 
and  to  encourage  participation  in  the  arts  by  future  generations  . . .  Arts 
Education  is  the  primary  focus  for  our  advocacy  efforts  because  we  believe  that 
art  fosters  learning,  creative  and  critical  thinking  and  self-expression  from  early 
childhood  through  adulthood."  Putting  his  own  actions  behind  his  words,  he  was 
appointed  by  President  Clinton  to  the  President's  Committee  on  the  Arts  and 
Humanities,  and  he  co-chairs  the  subcommittee  on  "Arts,  Humanities,  and  Our 
Youth."  He  also  participated  in  the  Goals  2000  Arts  Education  Action  Planning 
Process  facilitated  by  the  NEA  and  the  U.S.  Department  of  Education.  In  addition 
to  many  other  roles  and  awards,  he  is  a  past  chair  of  the  Advisory  Council  on  Arts 
Education  at  the  NEA,  and  is  the  1990  recipient  of  the  Distinguished  Service 
Award  from  the  National  Art  Education  Association. 

Peter  Nero,  Honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 

For  almost  twenty  years,  Peter  Nero  has  brought  talent,  energy,  and  creativity  to 
the  Philly  Pops  as  its  Music  Director  and  Conductor,  strengthening 
Philadelphia's  position  as  a  center  for  great  contemporary  music.  Yet,  this  is  but 
one  of  the  most  recent  manifestations  of  a  varied  musical  career  which  now 
extends  over  fifty  years.  Nero,  born  in  Brooklyn,  began  his  formal  music  training 
at  the  age  of  seven.  By  the  time  he  was  fourteen,  he  was  accepted  to  New  York 
City's  prestigious  High  School  of  Music  and  Art,  and  won  a  scholarship  to  the 
Juilliard  School  of  Music.  By  age  18,  when  most  young  people  are  just  starting  to 
explore  career  options,  Nero  was  chosen  to  perform  Gershwin's  Rhapsody  in  Blue 
on  Paul  Whiteman's  TV  Special.  He  went  on  to  appear  eleven  times  on  "The  Ed 
Sullivan  Show,"  and  several  times  on  "The  Tonight  Show  with  Johnny  Carson."  A 
strong  believer  in  music  education,  Peter  Nero  recently  worked  with  students  in 
association  with  two  "GRAMMY  in  the  Schools®"  events,  and  recently  jammed 
with  the  Mid-Atlantic  All-Star  GRAMMY  High  School  Jazz  Band  at  a  concert  in 
Philadelphia's  Merriam  Theater.  In  February,  he  taught  a  piano  master  class  at 
Manhattan  School  of  Music  in  New  York  City. 

Nero  fulfills  over  100  recital  and  symphony  concert  engagements  each  season, 
and  is  both  a  prolific  performer  and  composer.  He  wrote  the  score  and  title  song  to 
the  film,  Sunday  in  New  York,  which  has  become  a  staple  among  jazz  musicians, 
and  has  been  recorded  by  over  a  dozen  vocalists.  His  other  compositions  include 
His  World,  Blue  Fantasy,  and  Anne  Frank:  The  Diary  of  a  Young  Girl.  Nero  has 
also  received  many  honors  throughout  his  career,  including  GRAMMY  Awards, 
four  honorary  doctorates,  and  the  International  Society  of  Performing  Arts 
Presenters  Award.  He  is  also  featured  on  two  historic  walks  of  fame:  one  in 
Miami,  and  one  here  in  Philadelphia. 


History  of  The  University  of  the  Arts 


The  University  of  the  Arts  has  evolved  from 
two  century-old  institutions:  the  Philadelphia 
College  of  Art  and  the  Philadelphia  College  of 
Performing  Arts. 

The  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  (PCA)  was 
formed  in  1876  along  with  the  Philadelphia 
Museum  of  Art.  Initially  known  as  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Museum  and  School  of  Industrial  Art,  the 
institutions  were  established  in  response  to  the 
interest  in  art  and  art  education  that  was 
stimulated  by  the  country's  Centennial  Exposi- 
tion. In  1948,  the  school  became  known  as  the 
Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art,  reflecting 
the  expanded  programs  that  trained  artists  in 
many  other  areas,  including  fine  arts.  The  school 
received  accreditation  in  1959,  and  in  1964 
separated  from  the  Museum  to  become  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Art.  Today,  the  Philadel- 
phia College  of  Art  and  Design  of  The  University 
of  the  Arts  offers  curricula  in  design,  media  arts, 
fine  arts,  crafts,  and  museum  and  art  education. 

The  performing  arts  programs  of  The  University 
of  the  Arts  date  to  1870  when  three  graduates  of 
the  Conservatory  of  Leipzig  opened  one  of  the 
first  European  style  conservatories  of  music  in 
America:  the  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy.  The 
Musical  Academy  became  an  independent  college 
of  music  in  1950,  granting  a  Bachelor  of  Music 
degree  after  a  four-year  course  of  study — one  of 
only  eight  such  music  colleges  in  the  nation  at 
the  time.  While  still  offering  only  a  music 
program,  the  school  changed  its  name  to  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts  (PCPA) 
in  1976,  the  first  such  college  in  Pennsylvania. 
One  year  later  the  former  Philadelphia  Dance 
Academy  became  part  of  PCPA,  and  in  1983  the 
School  of  Theater  was  created,  thus  achieving  the 
college's  ideal  balance  of  performing  arts:  dance, 
music  and  theater  arts. 

In  1985,  PCA  and  PCPA  joined  to  become  the 
Philadelphia  Colleges  of  the  Arts,  and  a  true 
visual  and  performing  arts  university  was  in  its 
formative  stages.  With  its  inauguration  in  1987, 
The  University  of  the  Arts  is  the  largest  compre- 
hensive educational  institution  of  its  kind  in  the 
nation,  preparing  students  for  professional 
careers  in  design,  fine  arts,  crafts,  dance,  music, 
and  theater  arts.  In  1997  the  University  added  a 
new  College  of  Media  and  Communication, 
offering  degrees  in  writing  for  media  and 
performance,  and  multimedia.
